AND THE JAPANESE COMMAND 
OF YAMADA IS DEFEATED. 


HEAVY RAINS ARE FALLING. 


St. Petersburg has been cheered by 
the report that Gen. Kuropatkln has re¬ 
sumed the offensive and by the news 
of the d erf eat of the Japanese command 
of Gen. Yamada and the capture of 
Done Tree hill, whloh is represented 
to be key to the position on the south¬ 
west fronts of the contending armies. 
If the report of the advance Is authen¬ 
tic and the Russians have crossed to 
the south aide of the Shakhe river, a 
later rise in the stream may have pro¬ 
duced conditions seriously threatening 
failure of Gen. Kuropatkin's plans, for 
It Is believed the advance force will 
be cut off from* the reserves and the 
base of supplies and retreat rendered 
problematical. It Is. however, ques¬ 
tionable If the advance movement had 
proceeded to the point indicated. There 
seems no immediate prospect of a ces¬ 
sation of fhe fighting that has been 
In progress for the last ten days, al¬ 
though there are signs that on both 
sides the supply of ammunition Is fall¬ 
ing short and that the limit of en- 
duranne In the troops must have been 
nearly reached.

The reverse bum Gained by Gen. 
Yamada’s column has not yet been re¬ 
ported by Gen. Kuropatkln or Gen. 
Sakharoff except in a reference to nn 
unsuccessful Japanese attack near 
Shakhe. The Associated Press Muk¬ 
den dispatch evidently refers to this 
affair m reporting that the Japanese 
left had been beaten off with terrible 
slaughter and its retreat cut off by a 
Russian army corps.

An Unconfirmed Report. 


Another Associated Press dispatch 
from Mukden confirms the news erf the 
Russian advance, when telegraphing 
late to-night, the correecpondervt says 
”lt Is rumored that we are moving 
ahead.” There is no official conflrma. 
tlon here of the report from Tokio 
that a Russian attack on the Japanese 
right on October 17 had been repulsed. 
If this report should prove true it 
may Involve serious com'vquenceo for 
the Russians w»ho crossed the Shakhe 
while the river was fordable. Accord¬ 
ing to the Associated Press Mukden 
dispatches, the water has since risen 
man-high Jn consequence of heavy 
rains, and therefore it will be wHl- 
nigh Impossible for the Russian army 
to recnoss the river owing to the ab¬ 
sence of bridges. It would be equally 
difficult for the same reason to bring 
up supplies and ammunition to enable 
Gen. Kuropatkln to follow up the ad¬ 
vance. This may explain the state¬ 
ment In a Mukden dispatch to the As¬ 
sociated Press that the fighting was 
Blackening on the morning of October 
18.

Then the Russians hurled a 
volley of stones, charged and broke 
the attacking line, compelling the Jap¬ 
anese to flee.

GREAT RUSSIAN VICTORY 

Is Heralded By the St. Petersburg 

Newspapers In Extra Editions. 

St Petersburg, Oct. 19, 2:50 a. m.— 
There la jubilation throughout the 
city over the news that Gen. Kuropat¬ 
kln has resumed the offensive, and the 
holiday, which began with little heart 
closed brighter. The crowds in th* 
streets and the illumination* in honor 
of the Czarevitch’s name-day gave a 
tinge of brilliancy to an evening other¬ 
wise depressing, through a constant 
drizzle of rain. Newsboys up to mid¬ 
night raced through the t borough fa res 
with evening extras, shouting -’Great 
Russian victory,” and croweda bought 
the papers. Groups of men in brill¬ 
iant uniforms or in evening dress at 
the hotels and restaurants discussed 
the change In the fortunes of war, 
buit the population as a whole were 
Blow to take fire. They had received 
the news of the earlier reverses stolid¬ 
ly and now' accepted reports of Rus¬ 
sian successes and the capture of guns 
quietly, with satisfaction, but, with 
considerable reserve. 

Correspondents at the front the last 
forty-eight hours had been hinting 
that the Russian army was on the eve 
of another advance; but it was thought 
here that the troops were too exhaust¬ 
ed by more than a week of titanic 
struggle to engage in an Immediate 
advance movement. Therefore the 
news of the definite resumption of the 
advance was calculated to arouse the 
greater satisfaction; but the realization 
of the significance of the news perme¬ 
ates the masses here more slowly than 
In American cities. The kaleidoscopic 
changes on the Shakhe have been ton 
swift for the populace to follow, and 
so the better news from the front has 
be*n so far taken with comparative 
quiet. In the best Informed circles, 
however, It Is already accepted as true 
It is believed that Gen. Kuropatkln 
Intended to signalize the Czarevitch's 
fete by a victory Just as the Grand 
Duke Nicholas did at Plevna.

Is Attacked By Russians and Loses 
Fourteen Guns. 

Tokio. Oct. 18. 1 p. m.—The Russians 
enveloped Gen. Yamada 'r column on 
Sunday, October 16. and capture! four¬ 
teen gurus. The Russia ns are now' con¬ 
centrating In front of the Left Army 
under Gen. Oku and the Center Army 
under Gen. Nodau and another great 
V *.7e la expected. 

These are the first guns to be lost 
by the Japanese during the war. 

A report telling of the disaster to 
Gen. Yamada and stating the condi¬ 
tions at the front reached Tokio dur¬ 
ing the night. It as follows: 

-The enemy's Infantry, about a reg¬ 
iment strong, attacked part of the 
Right Army occupying *Sha.ngpln<talzu 
and Talchaiku on the morning of Oc¬ 
tober 16. but the Russians were routed 
by a counter attack, and at 9:30 re¬ 
treated toward the north. 

"The enemy In the direction of Wal- 
tuo mountain remains In his position, 
but his state Is uncertain. There Is 
no change in the direction orf our Right 
Army and there Is no change in the 
front of our Center Army. 

"On the evening of October 16 a 
mixed detachment under command of 
MaJ. Gen. Yamada was sent to help 
part of the L?rft Army attacking the 
enemy north of the Shakhe river. It 
fommenoed its operations at the right 
wing, driving off the enemy. The de¬ 
tachment captured two guns and two 
ammunition migons. Having attained 
Its object, the detachment after sun¬ 
set. under ^over orf the darkness, be¬ 
gan retiring toward its original posi¬ 
tion. 

"In the meantime at 7 o’clock the 
enemy, a division stroaig. made a vig¬ 
orous advance and enveloped both 
wringv of the detachments. Severe 
hand-to-hand fighting ensued. The de¬ 
tachment succeeded in driving off the 
enamy In front, but was unable to 
resist him on both flanks. After break¬ 
ing through the Russian line the de¬ 
tachment reached Hs original position. 

"Our artillery lost most of Ha men 
and horses and was compelled to leave 
behind nine field and five mountain 
guns. 

‘'The enemy In front of the Left 
Army remains in the position he oc¬ 
cupied yesterday. The front line of all 
our column* tired slowly until s-unset. 

’’The enemy In front has been heavily 
re-enforced, especially In front of our 
Center Army has the enemy’s strength 
been enormously Increased. 

"The enemy’s strength against our 
left flank orf the Left Army amounts to 
a mixed brigade. 

"Our ctamioitles during the battle orf 
October 16 reached about 1.000.

REPUBLICANS ARE DESPERATE. 


Is Said To Have Been Driven Back 
With Heavy Losses. 

Mukden, Oct. 18.—Lone Tree hill, won 
by the Russians after a desperate 
struggle, was the object of a gallant 
but unsuccessful attempt at recapture 
by the Japanese. In sphe of the awful 
slaughter with which they had been 
driven from the hill the Japanese re¬ 
turned to the charge during the night 
of October 17. recognizing that The hill 
was the key to the position on the 
southwest front. Nine regiments par¬ 
ticipated, creeping up through the night 
and delivering a furious assault at 
dawn. But the htU had been bought 
too dearly by the Russians to relin¬ 
quish it, and the Japanese were driven 
back w'lfch terrible slaughter. 

It is reported that Gen. Mlstebenko’s 
f’oasavks, under wmnwnd of Adjt. 
Gavrlloff. were engaged In a hot fight 
on October 17 toward the southeast. A 
Cossack horse battery silenced the Jap¬ 
anese guns and drove back several In¬ 
fantry battalions, but was unable to 
capture the guns which the Japanese 
succeeded in carrying off. 

Shakhe station, or what la left of it, 
Iras been recaptured by the Russians, 
who will shortly reopen It for railway 
traffic with Mukden. 

It is reported that the Russian army 
is advancing. Rain Is hindering every¬ 
thing. The rivers are bank-full and 
the fords are Impassable. There are no 
bridges. Supplies of all sorts are de¬ 
layed. 

Coesacks brought in captured guns 
and Japanese wounded prisoners on Oc¬ 
tober 17- Russian soldiers surrounded 
the prisoners and gave them bread and 
waiter id In other ways tried to re¬ 
lieve their wants. 

News has Just been received that the 
Japanese left flank has been driven 
back with heavy toss. 

THE JAPANESE REPULSED. 

Russians Seize Village On Bank of 
the Shakhe River. 

St. Petersburg. Oct. 18.—The general 
staff ho* received the following dis¬ 
patch from Gen. Sakharoff. dated to¬ 
day : 

•The Russians repulsed a Japanese 
attack on their right wing during the 
night of October 17 and seized the vil¬ 
lage of Shatendtzy. on the bank of the 
Shakhe river and east of Shakh The 
(Concluded On 3d Page, 5tli Column.)

Ex¬ 
amination of Van Cott and McAvoy 
will be held to-morrow before Justice 
Wyatt In the chambers of Special Ses. 
slons. It Is expected that the hearing 
will toe secret. 

Levy's sworn story as taken down by 
a atervograpljer Is detailed and at times 
graphic. Young Van Out Is referred 
to as Dick. The numbers orf houses 
where alleged colonizer* were settled 
are given, a review of the registry bri¬ 
gade In a park is described, and Levy 
declares that nearlv *1 of the recruits 
he enlisted were "swell dressers.”

Sworn Testimony Given. 


Parts of Levy's sworn testimony fol¬ 
low: 

”1 reside at 177 East Seventy-fourth 
street, borough of Manhattan. In Jan¬ 
uary last I applied to Richard Van Cott 
for a position, and about February 5. 
1904, I was employed by said Van Cott 
In the New York post-office as watch¬ 
man. I held that position, being on the 
civil-service list, and on that date it 
was filled by appointment from that 
1st; I then went to Mr. Van Cott and 
told him my Job was up. 

"He said: 'I know. Ben. Come down 
and see Kelly.' 

T saw Kelly and got n Job as ele¬ 
vator man at the post-office. I kept 
that position until September 1. and 
then again asked Van Cott to get me a 
permanent Job. He said he would see > 
dad. and later I was sent up to Mr. 
McAvoy, at his home. McAvoy said: 
‘Dick wants to know if you can get 
about 100 boys.’ 

” ’Sure.* I said. 

*’ ‘Well.’ said McAvoy, Til tell you 
what you do. Get fifty boys by to¬ 
morrow night and I will meet you at 
the comer of Fourteenth street and 
Ninth avenue at 8 o'clock.’ 

“As I was leaving he called me back 
and said: 'Ben. yn U had better take 
about $8 or $10, say.* 

"This was about two weeks ago. Mc¬ 
Avoy was at the appointed place ull 
right.

Got the Boys All Right. 

'* 'Have you got the boys?’ And when 
I said ’Yes,* he added: ‘I want about 
seven or eight put in rooms.* 

"He sent one man to 23 Greenwich 
avenue. He didn’t like It and cm me 
away. McAvoy gave another man $3.50 
for a room at 152 West Eleventh street. 
We walked to Sixth avenue and ho 
gave a party named Frank and Con 
Dog »n $4 to pay for a mom at 19 Chris¬ 
topher street. I went to 3 Milligan 
street with two or three of the boys and 
paid $4 a room. This money was given 
to me by Mr. McAvoy. l snld to Mc¬ 
Avoy: 'How about the room rent when 
it is due?' 

"He said: 'Well, boys, meet me at 
the corner of Tenth street and Sixth 
avenue in front of Paddy Derry s sa-

Paris, Oct 18.—Parliament reassem¬ 
bled to-day in extraordinary session. 
Crowds filled the galleries and lobbies 
of the Chamber of Deputies anticipat¬ 
ing that the opening debate growing 
out of the severance of diplomatic re¬ 
lations between France and the Vati¬ 
can would be Interesting. 

A lively Incident occurred In the cor¬ 
ridors between M. Pugllesi-Contl (Re¬ 
publican). and M. Celestln Bose, a late 
Bonapartist candidate. The latter 
hissed M. Pugllesl-Contl. who respond¬ 
ed with blows from his umbrella. The 
parties were eventually separated. 

M. Brlsson presided In the chamber, 
where many interpellations were pre¬ 
sented. Premier Combes, in behalf of 
the new Ministry, proposed that the 
chamber first discuss the Interpellations 
relative to the rupture with Rome and 
thereafter the Marseilles strike and the 
charges against the administration of 
the War Office. The proposal brought 
on a spirited controversy. 

It whs finally decided by a majority 
of PM) to discuss the Interpellations In 
the order desired by the Premier. A 
further proposal to discuss Interpella¬ 
tions on Fridays only in order to pre¬ 
vent the blocking of business whs car¬ 
ried by twenty-five majority. 

In the Senate the proceedings were 
purely formal, the president of the 
Senate pronouncing an eulogy on the 
late Waldeck-Rousseau and other Sen¬ 
ators who had died since adjournment. 
The Senate then closed its aesslou for 
the day. 


Hold a Meeting and Are Urged To 
Take a Stand For Constitu¬ 
tionalism. 


THE ISSUE CLEARLY STAJED. 


New York, Oot. 18.—The political sit¬ 
uations In Indiana and New Jerrey 
were the most Important affairs of the 
Democratic campaign considered by 
Judge Parker after he arrived here to- 
da y. 

A report war made to him concern¬ 
ing Indiana by Simon P. Sherln, who 
was secretary of the Democratic Na 
tional Committee In 1892. Mr. Sherln 
was introduced by National Chairman 
Taggart, who consulted with the candi¬ 
date twice preliminary to leaving New 
York to-morrow to take a hand per¬ 
sonally In the canvass of Indiana. 
Mr. Sherln will remain In New York 
on the Judge at E^opus before return- 
Parker engaged with other callers the 
greater part of the day and was un¬ 
able to go over the situation as thor¬ 
oughly as both desired. He may call 
on the Judge at Bsopus before return¬ 
ing to Indiana. 

It Is said the conference did much to 
shape the contest to be waged by In¬ 
diana Democrats for supremacy in the 
election. The announcement was rr^ade 
by Indiana men who called on Judge 
Parker that the prospects of carrying 
the State as shown by a fourth can¬ 
vass are encouraging. No figures were 
given out and no resuHs of the cAnvass 
will be made public from the headquar¬ 
ters of Judge Parker or the National 
Committee until the return of Chair¬ 
man Taggart.

Situation In New Jersey.

Crazed by drink, the three despera¬ 
tions Flores. Saledo ami Herera. went 
to the residence of Vlcento Godinez, 
at Santa Julia, a northern suburb of 
this city, and called for Godinez. When 
he Issued from the house, accompan¬ 
ied by Laurlno Frias, a servant, the 
bandits opened fire upon them. FYias 
was Instantly killed and Godinez badly 
wounded. 

When news of the tragedy reached 
the authorities of the city twelve ru- 
rales were at once dispatched to a plan¬ 
tation whither, it was learned, the des¬ 
peradoes had fled. 

The bandits had sought shelter under 
a bridge. Two of the rurales had 
been detached from the main body to 
Inspect the ravine under the bridge, 
and when they approached the bandits 
opened fire, killing one and wounding 
the other. The bandits then fled to an 
ladjoinlng plantation, taking refuge be¬ 
hind a house. Th<* main body of the 
rafales hotly pursued. They were fired 
upon by the secreted bandits as they 
neared the house. A pitched battle 
ensued, over 100 shots being exchanged. 

F*ores was finally killed and Saledo 
captured after receiving several wounds, 

Herera. though badly Injured, succeed¬ 
ed in making his escape to the hills to 
the west And a posse Is now hot after 
him. 

T^eonardo Enriquez, a civilian who ac¬ 
companied the rurales, was shot eight 
times and has little chance for recov¬ 
ery. Nearly every soldier In the squad¬ 
ron w r as wounded. The dead and 
■wounded were taken to Tacuba.va, a 
town near this city. ,

BRYAN’S TRAIN LATE. 

The Nebraskan Spe:.ks To Large 
Crowds On Sixth D.^y of Tour. 

Bedford. Ind., Oct. 18.—The special 
train which Is carrying Whiten J. Bry¬ 
an on his tour of Indiana was more 
than two hours late arriving In this 
city for the mass-meeting to-night, 
which was the closing event of the pro¬ 
gramme of the sixth day. Mr. Bryan's 
voice shows evidence of the strain 
which he Is undergoing. Nevertheless 
the kirge audience which listened for 
nn hour and a half to his discussion Of 
the political Issues was attentive. The 
speaker delivered his address from a 
temporary stand in the court hous 
park, from which platform Senator 
Beveitdge delivered nn address a week 
ago. The park, which covers four acres 
of ground, was filled with people from 
the country and surrounding towns. 

Mr. Bryan made an earnest appeal 
for the support of the Democratic na¬ 
tional and State tickets. 

Mr. Bryan spoke first to-day at a 
large meeting at Greencostle, which 
was attended by many students of De- 
Pauw University. To then! be spoke 
briefly of the duties of citizenship. His 
audience here was the most responsive 
he has met on his Indiana trip. His 
voice was slightly hoarse, but hlB de¬ 
livery was the same. He talked along 
the lines of his former speeches. He 
said Indiana needed Democracy and the 
Democracy of the nation needed Indi¬ 
ana. He again opposed a Large stand¬ 
ing army. 

Other speeches were delivered at Bra¬ 
zil. Terre Haute, Linton, Sullivan and 
Bed fiord. 

In the great crowd at Brazil were 
many miners. He opposed government 
by injunction, A9 he styled It. and raid 
he wonted to see an established system 
of arbitration for the settlement of dif¬ 
ferences between capital and labor, and 
The universal establishment of the 
eight-hour law. 

Mr. Bryan was met at Terre Haute 
by an enthusiastic crowd. The streets 
were lined from the railway station to 
the Coliseum, where he spoke to the 
capacity of the building. Between there 
and Linton there were crowds at ail 
the mining towns along the road, who 
cheered, as the train passed. 

Nearly every coal mine in Greenround 
had shut da^vn. that the miners might 
attend the Linton meeting. The streets 
were decorated and the show grounds, 
opposite the Illinois Central station* 
where the speaking occurred, were one 
mass of closely-packed humanity. 

A few minutes after Mr. Bryan left 
the speakers’ stand at Linton a sec¬ 
tion of the stand gave way, precipita¬ 
ting 200 people. The fall was but two 
feet and no one wus seriously Injured.

May, by her w ill bequeathed a splendid 
farm of 600 acres ln Washington county, 
together with nil the live stftck. Im¬ 
plements and $10,000 In cash, to the 
Bynod for the establishment of an or¬ 
phanage. A condition of the legacy is 
that the orphanage be located on the 
farm, and# that her residence be used, 
together with all Its furnishings of 
every kind. The Synod already has an 
orphanage at Anchorage, which is 1 too 
small for the demands made on it, and 
the question of larger accommodations 
for the orphans Is Bolved by the ac¬ 
ceptance of Mrs. Grundy’s bequest. A 
committee, composed of the Hon. John 
W. Lewis and W. A. Waters, of Spring- 
field. and the Rev. W. Y. Davis and 
the Rev. J. 8. Lyons, of Louisville, was 
appointed to take charge of the farm 
and establish the orphanage. 

The ministers and elders were astir 
early to-day, and the morning session 
was called t<\ order at 8:30 by the newly 
elected modern tor, Dr. J. 8. Lyons, of 
Louisville. After devotional exercises 
Jed by the Rev. J. H. Taylor, of An¬ 
chorage, a second roll call was ordered 
and showed 145 delegates present. The 
entire morning session was devoted to 
the reports of the various standing 
committees. The moderator announced 
the new committees for the ensuing 
year, after which u recess was taken 
until 2 o'clock. 

At the afternoon session the synod 
discussed the report of the committee 
appointed t<? visit the Louisville Sem¬ 
inary and which urged that the school 
term be lengthened from seven to eight 
months, but final action was deferred 
until later in the session. 

Before adjourning this afternoon the 
synod re-elected Dr. F. R. Beattie, of 
Louisville; the Rev. C. T. Thompson, of 
Lexington, and Elder Thos. R. Bullitt, 
of Louisville, trust peg of Central Uni¬ 
versity to succeed themselves. A me¬ 
morial service was also held in honor of 
the late Rev. G. H. Strickland. 

The Rev. J. H. Fogerty, of Hopkins¬ 
ville, preached the sermon ak to-night's 
session, after which the business mat¬ 
ters were again taken up.

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DIVORCE ISSUE 


AGAIN BEFORE EPISCOPAL CON¬ 
VENTION AT BOSTON. 


Map Showing Territory Lost By Russians In Recent Retreat. 


NO FINAL ACTION. HOWEVER. 


All Religious Bodies May Bo Asked 
To Agree On Uniform Legislation 
Regarding Divorce. 


Boston, Oet. 18.—The divorce leeue 
•era In came before the Episcopal con¬ 
vention to-day, but no final action was 
taken on several resolutions referring 
to the subject which were presented. 
The House of Bishops sent a message 
to the deputies Informing them that the 
bishops had Voted to forbid the remar¬ 
riage of any divorced persons, but 
when the matter was laid before the 
deputies on the question of concurrence 
the Rev. Drs. Lewis Parks and W. D. 
Huntington, both of New York, Imme¬ 
diately set the parliamentary ma¬ 
chinery in motion to defeat or at least 
sidetrack the bishops* resolution. After 
n brief but spirited*skirmish, the mat¬ 
ter was referred to the committees, 
from which it can be called any time. 

During the forenoon several resolu¬ 
tions favoring a stricter canon on mar¬ 
riage and divorce were referred to a 
committee. 

The divorce matter again earns to 
the fore through a resolution of George 
Foster Peabody, of Brooklyn, calling 
Tor the appointment of twelve members 
from both houses to consider the entire 
question ami report to the next gen¬ 
eral convention. The committee Is to 
confer with other religious bodies ns to 
Rome uniform standard of legislation 
bearing on marriage and divorce.

Oct. 18.—Since Sunday last the Japan¬ 
ese Left Anrny has buried 4.100 Russian 
dead.

Early this morning the 
Japanese continued to advance, driv¬ 
ing the Russians before them and cap¬ 
turing two guna and mnny rifles. 

At 7:30 this, memIng the Russian* at- 
temipted to recapture Limutlng, but 
were repulsed with heavy loss. The bat¬ 
tle there Is over. 

A Fight At Da Pasa. 

Mukden, Oct. 18.—It is reported that 
the Japanese mode a furious attempt 
to tak«* a wooded hill near Da Pass 
last night. The firing began at 11 
o’clock and continued with rifle and 
cannon throughout the nighrt. This 
action probably was a part of an at¬ 
tempt by the Japanese, who were al¬ 
ready in possession of small hills in 
the plain, to rueh the center along the 
foothills at the Shakhe river. 


Slump In Japanese Fours. 

London. Ocrt. 18.—The Russian suc¬ 
cesses caused a considerable slump in 
Japanese four* on the stock exchange 
to-day. which was further aided by the 
wildest reports, even Including the cap¬ 
ture of Gen. Kurokl.

“Business.” 

Tuesday Evening. Oat. 16—The stock 
market whs active to-day, but not so 
much so ns on yesterday, and there wo* 
oonsMerablo realising noted at times At 
no time were prices aJlvwed to go much 
below last night's closing figure, and 
several ot the railroad group, notably St. 
Paul and Missouri Pacific, were kept 
strong, apparently with a view to facili¬ 
tating profit taking. 1 * and N. was weak. 
The market closed irregular, but with 
sentiment decidedly bullish. 

Rate© for money on call were quoted at 
lA* and 2 par cent. Time Ion ns were 
easy at S to 3*i and 3\ per cent., while 
prime mercantile paper was hi ken at 4% 
and 5. Sterling exchange was steady. 

A good cash den-and for Ahcat affected 
prices for the futures, and the close was 
at a net gniti of l%e to tc per burireJ De¬ 
cember com vm up %o to He, and oats 
were a shade higher. 

The ootton market guvo evidence of 
some strength In the early trading. m»t- 
w'thstaixfir.g an estimate of a crop of 
11.300.000 bales, based on Miss Giles’ esti¬ 
mate of condition. There are two sides to 
the market, but closing prices showed no 
groat change from yesterday’s final fig¬ 
ures. 

The Chicago cattle market was steady, 
the hog market steady to weak, th© 
sheep market steady and the lamb mar¬ 
ket weak. 


The Struggle In Manchuria. 

The great scries of battles which 
has been fought In Manchuria for ten 
consecutive days between the Rus¬ 
sians and the Japanese is still In 
progress, with th* ultimate Issue yet In 
doubt. While the Japanese have In¬ 
flicted the heaviest loss upon their ad¬ 
versaries and gained much ground, the 
stubborn resistance of the army of 
Gen. Kuropatkln. with recurring ag¬ 
gressive movements. Indicating that the 
spirit of his troops Is not broken, still 
leaves the solution of the problem In 
suspense and apparently narrowed 
down to a test of endurance. In Its 
results so far there has been a shifting 
of opinion as to the relative merits of 
the two armies quite with acarce a 
parallel, a a, indeed, may be said of the 
conflict as a whole as to the numbers 
engaged and the prolongation of the 
struggle. 

When Gen. Kuropatkln. after having 
been long Inactive, with reported evi¬ 
dences of further retreat. Issued his 
stirring address to hs army and vigor¬ 
ously advanced, with the evident pur¬ 
pose of turning the Japanese right 
flank, the probabilities of success 
seemed critical. When, however, Gen. 
Oyama. by a brilliant tfhow of strategy 
declining to be stampeded, drove a 
wedge into his adversary's center and 
simultaneously attacked him on his 
right. It had the immediate effect of 
causing Kuropatkln to withdraw his 
left wing and assume the defensive. 
For more than a week the Japanese 
had successive victories, Inflicting dam¬ 
aging blows upon the enemy and fbre- 
lng him by successive retreats to fall 
back full twenty miles over ground he 
had once occupied, and take the Shake 
river as his line of defense. Up to this 
time the result seemed to portend de¬ 
cisive victory to the army of Gen. 
Oyama. Then there came another sur¬ 
prise. At the moment when everything 
seemed to favor that Gen. Kuropatkln 
was about to And his Sedan or Gettys¬ 
burg, he resumed the offensive and has 
continued to maintain his ground with 
evidences of reserved strength well cal¬ 
culated to test the greatest powders of 
generalship on the part of hi* adver¬ 
sary and of endurance on that of hi# 
troops. The consequence is that tho 
struggle has assumed a phase of al¬ 
ternate attack and repulse on both 
sides, with no evidence mt this distance 
that Gen. Kuropatkln contemplates re¬ 
treat or that Gen. Oyama possesses the 
power to drive him from the 
strong defensive position he has as- 
mined. The large number of dead and 
wounded. tl\e continuous rains and the 
•ridenfc hardships both armies are 
sailed upon to bear will long make 
the struggle memorable In history. 

The tenacity of both armies well In¬ 
dicates the Importance of the issue. 
Should It result In the defeat of Gen. 
Kuropatkln with the loss of any con¬ 
siderable part of his army. It would 
close the campaign with the greater 
part of Manchuria In possession of the 
Japanese. The approaching winter 
would compel him to make Harbin hb. 
>ase, and prevent further uggresslvo 
movement until spring. Then would 
eome the moral effect likely to be pro¬ 
duced In Russia, tn possible disaffec¬ 
tion among the people, to be heightened 
by the ultimate fate of Port Arthur. 
This might load, according to the seri¬ 
ousness of the discontent, to arbitra¬ 
tion or other means of bringing the 
war to an end. But, barring such con¬ 
tingencies, the decisive defeat of Gen. 
Kuropatkln’# army would.by no mean* 


Imply a termination of the war. The 
resources of Russia would be equal to 
an indefinite struggle. There would 
be no coincidence with Sedan 
to that end, even with the cap¬ 
ture of his whole army. Its place could 
soon be filled, which was impossible In 
the case of France. It must also b# 
borne In mind that Lee’s defeat at Get¬ 
tysburg did not terminate the civil 
war, which, notwithstanding the dis¬ 
parity In resources between the two 
contestants, was prolonged nearly two 
years. 

On the other hand should the Japan* 
ose army fail in forcing the Russians 
to fall back or to cripple them seri¬ 
ously, It is not probable that It could 
long maintain such an advanced posi¬ 
tion, ns It would be compelled to be 
in closer touch with its base, nearly 
150 miles In their rear. It cannot rely 
upon Hal-Cheng, as Its sea-port, 
YInkow, will, before a great while, be 
closed with ice. Pending the fall of 
Part Arthur, Takushan and the mouth 
of the Yolu must constitute Us bases 
and the absence of a railroad with the 
distance and difficulty of road*, will 
require It to be within closer reach 
of these points. Dalny and Pitsewo 
will be open ports, with railroad con¬ 
nection northward, but the distance 
will be great and the narrowness of the 
peninsula will make them less desira¬ 
ble than tho first named. ^ 

Theoe are all questions which enter 
into the determination of tho future 
relative positions of the contending 
armies. They constitute problems which 
explain the tenacity with which both 
contestants have Fustalned the terrible 
struggle In the vicinity of Mukden. 
The issue Is in the balance. The re¬ 
sult is fraught with the most serious 
consequences to the srmy which 
first succumbs under the severe 
ordeal, and time alone can determine 
upon which standard victory will 
perch or which will have to retire In 
riieer exhaustion. Measured by human 
endurance it cannot be much longer 
deferred. 


A Sorry Spectacle. 

The National Civil Service Reform 
League recently sent to the chairmen 
of both the National Republican and 
National Democratic Committees a 
letter Quoting Sections XI. and XII. of 
the Civil Service Law, prohibiting the 
solicitation of contributions for political 
purposes from Federal employes. The 
letter, after assuring Messrs. Cortelyou 
and Taggart that the Leaguo could not 
question the desire of each of them to 
secure obedience to this law on the part 
of all who are required to respect and 
enforce It, thus concluded: 

"It Is In no sis© our purpose, however v 
to confine what we now say to assess¬ 
ments on Federal officeholders or to acts 
made unlawful by particular statutes. 
We believe that. In a free country, tho 
collection of such enforced conirlbutlon 
from public servants of any grade or 
kind, whether Federal. State or Munici¬ 
pal, who make them thorough Vear lest 
refusal be followed by injurious conse¬ 
quences to themselves and their families. 
Is a grave scandal; we have no doubt that 
such Is the belief of honorable nntfr patrl. 
otlo men whatever their politics or party 
throughout the Union, and we request 
you, as a good citizen. to Join with us In 
a protest again?* these wrongs. 

M We nak from you. therefore, a public 
declaratloni that you recognise tho right 
of every man, whether In public or private 
.employ, to the wagra of his labor with¬ 
out such molestation and that, so far as 
may be In your power, you wHl »**e that 
no one suffers because of refusal to com¬ 
ply with any demand for contribution 
made professedly on behalf of your com¬ 
mittee or of the great party which you 
represent." 

Mr. Taggart promptly and unambigu¬ 
ously answered the letter thus: 

"Tho Democratic party recognises the 
right of every man, whether he b* a pub¬ 
lic or private employe, to the wig©* of 
his labor, without molestation, and so far 
as Is within my power. 1 shrill see that 
no one holding any political office shall 
suffer because of refusing to comply with 
the demands for contributions made pro¬ 
fessedly on behalf of the Democratic com¬ 
mittee or of the great party which 1 rep¬ 
resent." 

Mr. Cortelyou, after waiting for more 
than a week, probably for consultation 
and collaboration with his chief, turned 
out this unique reply: 

"Prefacing my response to your letter 
with the statement that the Republican 
National Committee has not countenanced 
no$ will it countenance, directly or Indi¬ 
rectly. any violation of existing law on the 
subject of the aeaeasment of Federal of¬ 
ficeholders for political purposes, I beg to 
say that I do not think I am called, upon 
to make an* public declaration of this 
fact. Tho records of the camttdate# of the 
Republican party In thl# campaign show 
a consistent adhorcnc© to the letter atkl 
spirit of genuine rivll-#«rvlce reform; and, 
as the head of the committee having to 
do with the management of the campaign 
for their ©lection, I see no reason to as¬ 
sume, either from their record or, my 
own, that tho public would be Justified in 
any other conclusion than that the influ. 
enco of this committee would be thrown 
in favor of rather than against a strict 
compliance wirh the law." 

Why does Mr. Cortelyou resort to 
so much circumlocution to avoid conj- 
mlttlng himself as Requested to do by 
the League? 

Why does he prefer to stop short 
with a reference to the records of him¬ 
self and tho President, rather than 
make the simple declaration, which 
would mean something coming from 
him, that he will see that no one suf¬ 
fers because of a refusal to comply with 
any demand for a contribution on be¬ 
half of his committee or his party? 

Why, Instead of making such a de¬ 
claration, does he beat about the bush 
with a reference to the civil service 
record of the President, Who, once an 
active civil service reformer, became 
the moat systematic spoilsman when 
he launched his candidacy for election 
to the place which he holds through 
the‘‘lottery of assassination;" filling the 
public service with such expert spoils¬ 
men as Payne and Clarkson, with no 
other purpose than to build up a ma¬ 
chine for his nomination and election, 
and even going to the extreme. In his 
abuse of the civil service for his own 
jelfish ends, of turning over the Federal 
patronage In one State to such a crea. 
ture as Addicks, and Insisting, relnslst- 
mg and continuing to insist, on dellv 
*rlng the goods, notwithstanding the 
refusal of the respectable element id 


his own party in the Sennt© to count*- 
ndnee this prostitution of his power? 

Truly it la a sorry spectacle which 
his campaign manager makes for him 
In his method of avoiding openly com¬ 
mitting himself to upholding the law 
which both of them have tramp ed un¬ 
der foot. Complete silence would have 
been less humiliating to those civil ser¬ 
vice reform friends of the President 
who. because the hold of partisanship 
Is stronger on them than that of re¬ 
form, still cling to him notwithstanding 
his flagrant record In outrage of those 
things which they profess to have at 
heart. 


They Know Thpir Own Minds. 

Mr. Roosevelt, a well-known candi¬ 
date for the presidency, attacked the 
Pe-mocTAtla party for not knowing 
where It was, and his words have 
been Industriously related by his par¬ 
ty associates. It Is claimed that the 
Republicans are troubled by no 
doubts or dlsnsenslont, but, united in 
sentiment and feeling, with a full com¬ 
prehension of what they want, are ad¬ 
vancing boldly and In beautiful harmoify 
toward the virtuous ends at which thei¬ 
sm. Recent events in Wisconsin and 
in Delaware are not allowed to figure 
as exceptions to thfa rule. 

(However, when 60,000 Republicans In 
Massachusetts made a loud call for 
reciprocity riHloh reolpro at ©a, Senator 
Lodge discovered that he had been In 
favor of this from his cradle up, and 
that the R<publicans who looked on 
him as the relentless foe of all sorts 
of reciprocity that any snn? man 
would tTVInk desirable for two coun¬ 
tries—and unlesis it is thus It doe* not 
rcelprocAte-^had cruelly misunderstood 
him. So amid subdued applause from 
Senator Lodge himself the Republican 
Stave Ooh vent ion adopted a resolution 
favoring reciprocity with Canada, 
which, though ovenburdened with ver¬ 
biage. distinctly refused to confine 
the proposed reciprocity to noncompeti¬ 
tive product*. Thereupon It was given 
out that everybody was satisfied, and 
that harmony in: great chunks whs 
rampant among Massachusetts Repub¬ 
licans. 

Those who gave It out hod reckoned 
111. aa Emerson says, because they left 
out the Home Market Club, an organi¬ 
sation which knows its own mind at all 
hours of the day and night and makes 
no secret of Its rapacity, in whlcji. 
indeed, it rather glories. Gen Draper 
accordingly went before a meeting of 
the officers of the dub and said that, 
"of course"—mark you, "of course." 
thus excluding all doulbt—the Massa¬ 
chusetts resolution wan an attempt at 
a straddle upon an important issue. 
Hhowlng a desire to retain the support 
of both sides. As the Courier-Journal 
ha* 90 often called attention to this 
desire of the Republicans to be bn nil 
sides of everything, tt marks with rat* 
^faction, not unmingled with surprise, 
j that for once Gen. Draper 'and the 
I Home Market Club are In accord with 
1 Its teachings about Republicans. Gen. 
Draper then cites the Republican nn- 
I tionAl .platform and the Massachusetts 
platform In Juxtaposition. The former 
| says: 

"We have extended widely o or for ^gn 
markets, and w© believe In the adoption 
of all practicable methods for their fur¬ 
ther extension. Including commercial retv 
iprocity wherever reciprocal arrangement* 
ran be fiTc<x*d eonriutent with the prin¬ 
ciples of protect ton, nntl without injury t j 
A mertoon agriculture. American labor or 
any American Indnriry " 

The Massachusetts platform Indorses 
this nqd then goes on: 

"We af*> britev* that wtlll furth r m-ns- 
uTes should he taken toward negotiating 
reciprocity triples with foreign countries, 
and especially with Canada «nd New¬ 
foundland, upon mjch brnw nnd condi¬ 
tions tut will secure an enlargement of our 
foreign trade, for the common benefit of 
our people, wherevr * reciprocal nrrangv- 
inrats can lx* effebtM consistently with 
th# principles of protection <md without 
Injury to American Industries, or whf*n, 
as President Roosevelt miM In hie mes¬ 
sage of 19*>2. the ‘minimum of danvig:? 
done may be disregarded for the sake of 
the maximum of go<>V atv^wnpUrired.’ " 

Gen. Draper asks which of these de¬ 
liverances commit 8 the party and an¬ 
swers neither. He thinks It would have 
been better to say nothing than 
to make contradictory statements. 
Tills is good from members of a party 
that has bitterly reproached Demo¬ 
crats for not saying anything at nil 
about an Issue that Is conceded to he 
entirely eliminated from the present 
campaign. Now. reciprocity Is not a 
dead Issue by any means, as was shown 
by the failure of the attempt to shut It 
out of the Massachusetts platform. Hut 
Gen. Draper holds up the two plat¬ 
forms as Inconsistent, and says It 
would have been better to say nothing. 
That Is equivalent to saying that the 
Democrats did better in Ignoring a dead 
Issue than did the Republicans In strad¬ 
dling a live one. However, Gen. Dra¬ 
per consoles the Home Market Club by 
telling them that while both parties In 
Massachusetts ask for reciprocity with 
Canada they will not get it except on 
noncompetitive lines so long as one- 
third of the United States Senate con¬ 
sists of protectionists who stand by 
their ^principles, and when two-thirds 
of the United States Senate become 
free-traders, or near enough free-trad¬ 
ers to indorse reciprocity regardless of 
protection, the whole tariff structure 
will be overthrown. Thus Qen. Draper 
puts the Home Market Club on the 
stand-pat platform, and treats all who 
do not stand with him as virtual free¬ 
traders. He Is, no doubt, so far right 
that no real reciprocity can be expected 
from the Republican party us now con¬ 
stituted. But what a comment are his 
statements as to the harmony that Is 
said to exist among Republicans. 

The nature of this harmony is further 
shown by a statement from Mr. Charles 
H. Innls. *of Boston, a member of the 
platform committee. He said: 

"X am not surprised that Gen. Draper Is 
dLwrirttisflrd with the plunk In the Repute 
I lean Scati Convention platform on tht 
iwstlon of tariff and reciprocity. I think 
•ao commit!' e realized that this declaim- 
Ion would not be acceptable to the pru- 
rCtionlMs who bellev** In a ’prohibitory' 
tariff, of who-m Gen. Draper is one. Thv> 


felt It woull rrs *6 he rieeeptabl*, on the 
othi r h.mil, to those whti beCF?v© In free 
trade w ith Cairndb. os cli«rt!ngulah©d fro u 
reciprocity with Canada. The commute-* 
belldved, howcvic, thai the platform \va.» 
acceptable to. and had the approval of. 
the gr«/rt majority vt xh~ R-pubUcan p*r- 
ty. who, Yvhlle believing In the principle 
of protection^ are In favor of entering 
Into trraties with other countries, pro¬ 
vided we exact a market for every one 
which we give." 

It is delightful to see such unanimity 
among the members of a party which 
always knows Its own mind. Gen. 
Draper Is right about the straddle and 
also that the Republicans who w T unt 
reciprocity with Canada will not get It 
till they Inflict a crushing defeat on the 
stand-patters who .now' dominate tho 
party. 


Mr. Olney^s Conjecture. 

Mr. Olney, in his Cooper Union speech, 
which was one of the strongest presen¬ 
tations of the issues of tho campaign 
yet delivered, referring to the extrava¬ 
gance of the Administration and the 
corruption In Government offices, said: 
"Is there any reason to believe that 
In this matter of graft the Posl-offloa 
Department stands alone, and that 
against the gangrene which has affected 
It the other departments are Immune?" 
The question would answer Itself by 
logical deduction If there had not al¬ 
ready cropped out so much evidence 
that It Is an exemplification of the rule 
rather than an exception. Had the 
same Investigation been made in 
other directions as was done In regard 
to that particular branch of tho service, 
a mere fractional part of a single de¬ 
partment, there can be little doubt that 
the whole system of departmental ad¬ 
ministration -would have been shown to 
be rotten to the core. It will be re¬ 
membered that wben the charge# were 
first made of the irregularities In the 
office of the First Assistant Postmaster 
General they were hooted at and derid¬ 
ed as intended merely for political ef¬ 
fect. The Postmaster General de¬ 
cried them as "Hot Air," and 1 1 was 
only through persistent demand that 
Investigation was ordered. When It was 
found that they were serious the in¬ 
quest wns delayed, and th© report not 
mode for six/ or eight months. Even 
with the evidences produced the inqui¬ 
ry. Instead of being extended to other 
branches of the service, was confined 
within the narrowest possible 'limits, 
and as far as official precaution would 
avail there were no means by which 
the truth as to them could be devel¬ 
oped. The whole power of the Repub¬ 
lican party came to the rescue, and 
Congress, through Us political complex¬ 
ion, denied an Investigation. No won¬ 
der, with such evidence of a guilty 
conscience, there should be such super¬ 
human effort made to prevent at ihe 
polls the disclosure as to the general 
system of graft from which, by Mr. 
Olney’s conjecture, the other depart¬ 
ments are not Immune. 


Judge Herrick, the Democratic nomi¬ 
nee for Governor of New York, spoke 
for many observers of the political 
situation when he said: 

"As early a« th< first of the year tt was 
apparent to me that President Roooevrii. 
If he was nominated, would be ds.rislv.ty 
bra ten, but soon after spring there came 
a change In the polMIcai atmbgph er e, 
which no one can explain but tho^e whj 
have bad long experience In politics. Prob 
abiy no one but those could feel It. 1 can¬ 
not describe the sensation, but it w.:s 
plain that large corporal© interests which 
had been ngalnft the Administration hdi 
experienced enough pressure to h - turned 
the other way and are apparcntly'ln fsvor 
of another four yetir® of Republican na¬ 
tional administration. Mind you. th it 
dues not curat the IsUance for Republican 
success, but tt Is enough to make th© re¬ 
sult more In doubt." 

That there has been suoh a change In 
the attitude of the corporations toward 
Mr. Roosevelt ad mils of no doubt. Thl# 
has been explained in different ways, 
but the Courier-Journal has failed uf 
yet to see any explanation which Is In 
the least creditable to Mr. Roosevelt. 
The fact that there has been such a 
change, unsatisfactorily explained, is 
In itself ugly enough, without clothing 
the imputation In words as ugly.

Workingmen from Chicago and other 
Northern points are going to New' Or¬ 
leans and finding employment as 
6 teamboat roustabouts in place of ne¬ 
groes who have been holding out for 
6125 to |150' per month. There has been 
no riot there In consequence, but w’hen 
negroes go to Illinois to take the place 
of strikers they find a very different 
reception. In most cases they have 
to face riot and assault nnd some¬ 
times find the Statfc militia barring 
their way. Several years ago Tanner, 
the Republican Governor, ordered them 
to be deported from the State, and offK 
dally announced that they would not 
be permitted to take the place of strik¬ 
ing miners. This was in open defiance 
of the Federal Constitution. w T hich says 
that "the citizens of each State shall 
be entitled to all privileges and immu¬ 
nities of citizens In the several States."

FOLLOWS THE LAW. 


SECRETARY OF STATE M’CHES- 
NEY REFUSES TO PERMIT 


Names of People’s Party Congress¬ 
ional Candidates In First, Third 
and Ninth Districts To Go 
On Ballots. 


Frankfort, Ky.. Oct. 18.*—[Special.]— 
Secretary of State McChesney to-day 
refused to permit an evasion of the 
plain letter of the statute requiring 
that petitions of political parties' for 
place for candidates on the official bal¬ 
lot be filed In his office "not less than 
thirty days before the day of election," 
declining to ullow representatives of 
the People’s party of Kentucky to file 
petitions to get their candidates for 
Congress In the First. Third and Ninth 
districts on the ballot. Thd petitions 
were presented by John Krause, of Jef¬ 
ferson county, and Secretary McChea- 
ney responded that he could only follow 
the laws governing the filing of such 
petitions, and that he had presented 
his petitions Just ten days too late to 
secure a place under the device given 
the People’s party electors. Mr. Krouse 
withdrew for conference writh Jo A. 
Parker and other of his party leaders, 
and it Is anticipated that they will take 
some sort of legal steps to get the 
three congressional nominees on the 
twillot. The form of the ballot ha* been 
certified to by the several County 
Clerks over the State, to-day being the 
last day for such certification by the 
Secretary of State, and the ballot pa¬ 
per ho* been furnished the counties for 
the printing of the ballot*. This print¬ 
ing will not be done until wljthln fifteen 
day* of the day of the general election.

Principal Witness For Prosecution 
Bald To Have Reconsidered 
Her Statement. 


Mrs. Perrina S. Owen, who was ar¬ 
rested Monday charged with the mur¬ 
der of her husband. William Owen, by 
poisoning h*m with carbolic acid mixed 
with whisky, was presented In Police 
Court yesterday morning on a motion 
for bail.Noneof the witnesses in the case 
was examined under oath, but they 
were questioned by Prosecutor Hagan, 
who. after consultation with Mrs. Jo¬ 
seph Stabb, one of the main witnesses 
for the prosecution, agreed that a bond 
of 32,500 was sufficient. The bond was 
prepared and signed by George W. Con¬ 
stance, of 417 West Main street, and 
G. Hooper. 1005 Ltftterle avenue. When 
Mrs. Owen was released she left the 
Jail with several of her children and 
went directly to her home at 1621 Mell- 
wood avenue. 

A subpoena was served on Mrs. Jo¬ 
seph Stabb yesterday morning by the 
defense. Capt. Frank Hagan, counsel 
for Mrs. Owen, says that Mrs. Stabb 
will not testify that Mrs. Ovren told 
her, "I have fixed the dose for my 
husband,” but will corroborate Mrs. 
Owen. The latter sadd she mixed the 
acid with whisky to kill bedbugs, and 
hid the bottle behind the bed to pre¬ 
vent Mr. Owen from finding It. 

Patrolman Thomas Merrifleld said he 
heard that Mrs. Stabb had repudiated 
her original and voluntary statement 
regarding the case, and says he will 
introduce several wltnesesa in Police 
Court who will teetlfy that'Mrs. Stabb 
did say' that Mrs. Owen told her that 
she had prepared the dose for her hus¬ 
band. 

Prosecutor Robert Hagan stated yes¬ 
terday after Mrs. Owen had been re¬ 
leased on bond that he hod not pre¬ 
pared the case completely, and that 
he believed, under the circumstance*, 
that a bond of $2,500 was sufficient to 
secure the attendance of the accused 
woman In count, and for that reason 
he consented to the fixing of the bond 
at that figure. Capt. Frank Hagan, who 
Is defending Mrs. Owen, says the evi¬ 
dence of which he has heard will not 
be sufficient to hold Mrs. Owen and 
says he is confident of an acquittal 
of his client in the preliminary hear¬ 
ing. The date for the examining trial 
has not been fixed.

An adjourned meeting of the com¬ 
mittee representing the citizens of 
Parkland and the Executive Committee 
of the Louisville Railway Company 
m*t Monday, October 17. about noon to 
further consider the request of the 
Parkland people to restore 'the Walnut- 
street lines lrf Fourth avenue to Main 
street. The two committees met about 
ten days ago. and It was then agreed 
to make a count of the number of pas¬ 
sengers on the Walnut-street cars, both 
cast and west, at Fourth and WalHut- 
The count was carefully made on Oc¬ 
tober 11, 12 and 13 for the purpose of 
showing the total number of passen¬ 
gers arriving a* that point—the number 
out, the number remaining on cars and 
the number of people going north on 
Fourth street after leaving the car9. 
This count resulted as follows: 

20.026 passengers on cars reaching 
Fourth and Walnut. 

7,700 passengers out at Fourth and 
Walnut. 

3,189 passengers going north on 
Fourth street after leaving cars. 

12,326 passengers remaining on the 
cars going straight through. 

It will be seen from these figures that 
out of 20.026 persons on the cars at 
Fourth and Walnut, considerably over 
one-half remained on the cars and went 
through, while only about one-seventh 
of 20,026 left the cars and went north 
on Fourth street. Considering these 
foots, the Executive Committee did not 
feel Justified in Inconveniencing the 
larger number at the Railway Com¬ 
pany’s patrons, which would result If 
the WaJ nut-street tines were restored in 
Fourth avenue, and so informed the 
Parkland committee. This, taken In 
connection with the congested condition 
of Fourth street when the Walnut- 
street cars were operated through 
Main street, satisfied the Executive 
Committee that a vastly larger num 
ber of people are more comfortably 
an3 better served by running the cars 
straight through on Walnut street. 

The patrons most interested In the 
question are those traveling through on 
WsJnut street between the eirtem and 
western portions of the city and those 
desiring to go north on Fourth street to 
Jefferson. Market and Main. 

If the loop lines were restored, k Is 
urged, it would require a large number 
of through possengers to leave the di¬ 
rect route, and transfer from one Une 
to the other. Instead of going dtrectly to 
their destination, while the smaller 
number of passengers going north on 
Fourth street would be saved a short 
walk. 

It Is pointed out that passengers on 
the West Walnut line can reach Fourth 
and Main and Fourth and Market by 
several lines, by transferring at Eight¬ 
eenth and Walnut or Seventh and Wal¬ 
nut, and passengers on the East Wal¬ 
nut line can reach the same points by 
transferring at Hamilton avenue. Shel¬ 
by street. Preston street or Second 
street. 

The point Is also made by the com¬ 
pany that Fourth avenue is a retail 
shopping street, filled with carriages 
throughout the day, and the operation 
of nearly fo«r hundred additional cars 
on that street during the day results in 
serious and growing congestion, which 
causes serious stoppages and loss of 
time to the passengers, not only to the 
through travel on Walnut street, but 
also to the heavy passenger travel on 
the Fourth street oars. 

As a conclusion it is stated that the 
facts shown plainly indicate that in 
trying to accommodate the smaller, the 
change would inconvenience the greater 
number of passengers. 

Mr. T. J. Minary, president of the 
company, was asked if the proposed 
morning and evening service of running 
alternate cars on Fourth avenue would 
be carried out, in view of the facts dis¬ 
closed by the count, ns above present 
ed. and he replied: 

•That offer was made as a concession 
to those of our patrons who objected 'to 
the change In the operation of the Wal 
nut-street line, but they did not take 
kindly to the proposed service, and nat¬ 
urally we don't care about giving them 
something they don’t want, particular 
ly when it is at the Inconvenience of a 
larger number of our patrons. Howev¬ 
er, tills Is a matter which is not fully 
deter mined.” _ *

LOW INTEREST 


ON MONEY BORROWED FOR THE 
CITY’S EARLY EXPENSES. 


JfiDayor Secures Promise of $400,000 
At Five Per Cent. To Be 
Taken As Needed. 


The lowest rate of interest which hag 
been paid by the city in many years 
will be paid on the loan to be made 
to defray the expenses of the city dur¬ 
ing the first four months of the fiscal 
year. Charier F. Grainger, the Mayor, 
has arranged to secure the money at 
6 per cent, interest. It has always 
been customary to pay G per cent, and 
In the pnst ns high as 7 per cent, has 
been paid on the short time loans. A 
total of $400,000 will be borrowed, but 
It will be borrowed only as it is needed. 
bo as tO ( cut down the interest, and 
payment will be mad n as soon ns the 
collections on taxes begin in January. 

The Mayor tried several banks be¬ 
fore he found one which would give 
him a rate of 5 per cent, on the $400,000. 
several of the largest of Louisville’s 
banking Institutions refusing to make 
the loan at less than 6 per cent, inter¬ 
est. The president of one was tokl 
that the loan could be secured for 6 
per cent, and his reply was: 

"Go get the money there. We don’t 
want it at that rate.” 

Business men who knew yesterday 
of securing the loan at the low rntt 
of interest expressed surprise and th« 
Mayor was congratulated on the good 
business stroke which will save the 
city several thousand doUans. Tht 
Mayor refused to give out yesterday 
the name of the bank from iwhich he 
will secure the loan, thinking it proper 
to wait until the General Council has 
authorized him to borrow the money. 
It If customary each year for the city 
to bo now from $300,000 to $400,000 dur¬ 
ing the fall, as no funds are available 
at that time for the expenses of the 
tie w fiscal year. 

ARBITRARY ASSESSMENTS 


The Fiscal Court yesterday decided 
to build an armory for the county, 
which will cost not more than $325,000 
and will be completed within one year 
after the commencement of the wont 
by the contractor. This action was 
taken upon recommendation of the 
Armory Committee, consisting of Mag 
letrates G. C. Shadbume, John W. 
Adums and Charles J. Fegervbujrh. who 
were appointed some time ago to ex¬ 
amine into the plans amt specifications 
submitted by Brinton B. Davie, re¬ 
cently selected as architect for the 
building. 

The contract will be let some time 
shortly after January 1, 1905, and the 
work will begin ns soon as the weather 
will permit. The plans as presented by 
Mr. Davis were accepted by the court 
with but little attention, and the build¬ 
ing prom-ires to be an exceptionally fine 
one in every respect. The price of 
$325,000 is given by Mr. Davtr as the 
outside figure, while It Is confidently 
believed by tym that the contract price 
will be considerably less. In the opin¬ 
ion of Judge Gregory the new armory 
will be as handsome and more costly 
than many of 'thd large armories of 
the East which were visited by the 
Armory Committee and Mr. t>nvis pre¬ 
paratory to the drafting of plans. 

The big drill hall will be 196Vfcx270 
feet, while a Ftnall ball for squad and 
company drill In th* basement will be 
46x103. The structure will bt* fireproof 
throughout, constructed of steel, stone 
and brick, with fireproof partitions. 
The basement will be nine feet In 
height, the greater portion of which 
"ill be above the grade line. Besides 
the small drill hall it will contain a 
rifle range 324 feet long, officers* rooms, 
a mess hall, kitchens, swimming pool, 
equipment, artilley ord locker rooms 
for use of artillery. An incline on the 
rear end of the building will be estab¬ 
lished so that field pieces may be 
brought in and out with eAse. The 
roof above the dTill hall will be sup¬ 
ported by eleven great steel trusses 
dghty-one feet high, and along each of 
the four walls will be a commodious 
gallery.

The total seating capacity of the hall 
ar.d galleries will be 15,000 p ople, giv¬ 
ing Louisville a building In which may 
be held the largwrt national gathering 
including presidential convention?.

Will Begin By the City Assessor 
Next Monday. 

All persona who fall to give In the 
•chedule of their real and personal 
property not later than Saturday at 
noon will be assessed arbitrarily by 
Daniel F. Murphy, the City Assessor. 
The law provides that In every to- 
Stance where the property ow-ner falls 
to return a schedule the City Assessor 
Is required to make what he considers 
a proper valuation of the property. 
Three-fourths of the citizens of l^ouis- 
Irille have returned their schedules and 
Mr. Murphy yesterday began compil¬ 
ing a list of the delinquents. He will 
begin making the arbitrary assess¬ 
ments next Monday. 

Mr*. Murphy finds that some few per- 
pann in Louisville persistently refuse 
to glv«* in a schedule and lie says that 
In nearly every ease where he makes 
the assessment it Is higher than that 
which w-ould have been made by the 
jproperty owner. The large majority 
of property owners prefer to make 
their own valuations and If this Is done 
the work of the assessor Is consider¬ 
ably lightened In ruse any objection 
Is made to the assessments as fixed 
by Mr. Murphy, appeal may be made 
to the Board of Equalization, which 
Will convene after all the assessments 
have been made. 

S30.000 Church. 

The building Inspector yesterday 
granted r permit to the German Evan¬ 
gelical Reform VAon church for the 
construction of a new building at Han¬ 
cock street and Broadway. The new 
church will be a handsome one, cost¬ 
ing $30,000. It will be 78x128 feet and 
the steeple will be 63 feet high.

While seeking Information In regard 
to her own whereabouts, Mrs. R. W. 
Butler, of Memphis. Tenn., lost her 
five-year-old daughter, Sachli Butler, 
at Sixth and Market streets at 2:30 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, and for 
two hours the frantic mother, with 
the aid of the police, searched the 
streets of the city, which is entirely 
strange to her. 

Mrs. Butler left her home in Tennes¬ 
see yesterday upon receiving a tele¬ 
gram which told her of the death of 
her mother at Covington, Va., and she 
took her two small children, the older 
of whom Is Sachli, with her. Arriving 
at the Seventh-street station yesterday, 
she found that she would have to wait 
there three hours for connections. 

Thinking that she would take a walk 
about the city. Mrs. Butler left the 
station and had walked several blocks 
when she realized that she had become 
lost. She approached a passerby at 
Sixth and- Market streets to ask him 
where she was and while she was talk¬ 
ing the little girl wandered away In the 
crowd. For a time the frightened mo 
ther searched the streets herself and 
finally at the suggestion of a citizen 
she hastened to the office of Col. 
Gunther. Chief of Police, to report the 
disappearance. 

In the meantime the little child was 
found, weeping and wailing for Its 
mother, in front of the City Hall by 
Patrolman McDonald, who had heard 
of the mother’s misfortune. Not know¬ 
ing that she was at that time In the 
office of the Chief, only a few feet from 
him. the patrolman picked up the fran¬ 
tic little girl and hurried with her to 
the Seventh-street station, hoping to 
find the mother there. 

Col. Gunther went to the Central Po¬ 
lice Station with Mrs. Butler, but no 
report of the child had been filed there, 
and the mother became desperate. 

Patrolman McDonald had been to the 
station and was on his way back, when 
the mother started from the City Hall 
to Market street and saw the officer 
with the child In his arms. She ran 
rapidly for half a block V> meet them 
and wept with Joy as she folded the 
little one safely i n her arms.

County Judge James P. Gregory yes¬ 
terday dismissed the warrants against 
the eight South Louisville poolroom 
employes on the ground that he could 
not hold them on that charge. Under 
the weight of authority, he declares 
the charge of keeping a disorderly 
house could not fit their cases, blit the 
law covering such an offense could 
only apply to proprietors and managers 
and not to mere employes, as was 
agreed between counsel that the de¬ 
fendants In these cases were. 

Last Friday when Judge Gregory 
had determined to hand down his de¬ 
cision he had reached the conclusion 
to amend the warrants against the de¬ 
fendants and hold them on the charge 
of receiving a hazard. He notified the 
attorneys, R. W. Bingham, county at¬ 
torney, and Aaron Kohn for the defer d- 
ants, that he was about to hand down 
his decision. It developed that Mr. 
Bingham wa? not In the city. How¬ 
ever. Mr. Kohn when he learned the 
substance of the opinion as originally 
written pointed out that, according to 
his understanding of the agreed facts 
upon which the argument was based 
only the charge of keeping a disorderly 
house was considered, all other phases 
being eliminated. Upon ascertaining 
this Judge Gregory decided to hold up 
the opinion until Mr. Bingham re¬ 
turned. Yesterday after conference 
with counsel. Judge Gregory’ was as¬ 
sured by both Mr. Bingham and Mr. 
Kohn that the agreed state of facta 
did not contemplate amendment of the 
warrants but confined the entire issue 
to the question of w-hether or not the 
defendants were guilty or keeping a 
disorderly house. The opinion w-as 
therefore altered accordingly and dis¬ 
missal of the warrants ordered. 

• • • 

Will Prosecute Further. 

In speaking of the matter Judge 
Gregory’ said he did not know Just 
what steps would be taken In the event 
another attempt was made to open the 
poolroom. “If such an attempt is 
made, however." he said, “it Is assured 
that there will be some port of preae- 
cution. There are other charges upon 
w-hlch theee people caj> be tried and 
they will not be allowed to violate the 
law with Impunity. 1 do not relish 
the idea of both taking steps to ap¬ 
prehend these people and trying their 
cases. I would be very glad to step 
aside and lei some one else try their 
rases. If guilty they ought to be pun¬ 
ished. If Innocent they should go free.

Court Has No Alternative. 

Under the agreed farts stipulated for 
the purposes of this ami other casta 
known as the poolroom cases the court 
Is limited to the single Inquiry tis to 
w hether or not in law a mere employe of 
a disorderly house is liable to indictment 
or punishment for the common law of¬ 
fense of keeping a disorderly house. The 
authorities establish conclusively the fact 
that a poolroom is it disorderly hous»« and 
a public nuisance and that those who 
own. run or control same are guilty of a 
misdemeanor. It is also entirely clear 
that generally those aiding or abetting 
any misdemeanor are liable as principals 
The weight of authority seems to be that 
more employes In a disorderly house hav¬ 
ing control or, management of Its affairs 
are not such participants In the offense 
of maintaining a nuisance or dlsordrrly 
houee as to be amenable to criminal pro¬ 
cess. The decision of the Superor Court 
of Kentucky in the case of the Common¬ 
wealth vs. Keller, Eighth Kentucky Law 
Reporter. 537. would. In the ahsence of 
other Kentucky cases. perhaps warrant a 
dJfforent conclusion. Whiie tne court Is 
by no means certain that some of de¬ 
fendants have not exercised that degree 
of control or management of this disor¬ 
derly house that would render them 
amenable to the law it does not sufficient¬ 
ly appear from the agreed facts that they 
have. For the pur Kites of th*. present 
Inquiry they will be given the benefit of 
the doubt, especially In view of the fart 
that this court at most could only hold 
them to answer beforqthe grand Jury, and 
the law as heretofore interpreted by the 
honorable Jefferson Circuit Court In sim¬ 
ilar cases would not Justify conviction. 
The motion of defendant for dismissal 
In each of these cases must therefore be 
sustained.
